The holiday traffic toll on Illinois 
highways December 24th and Christ- 
mas will total 37 deaths and 1400 
serious Injuries, Charles M. Hayes, 
president of the Chicago Motor club, 
predicts on the basis of a study of 
accident experience during the past 
10 years, adjusted to changing trends 
in driving patterns. 

This dismaL holiday prospect will 
improve as much as 50 percent, Mr. 
Hayes added, if bad weather inter- 
venes in behalf of motorists and pe- 
destrians to force them into cautious 
use of streets and highways. 

As many as half of those deaths 
and injuries can also be avoided in 
fair weather despite increases . in 
motor travel and accident exposure 
under those conditions, depending on 
the extent to which motorists heed 
common sense advise for driving 
safety given them by press and radio 
acting in the public interest, the mo- 
tor club executive pointed out. 
Estimate is Higher 

The estimated Illinois toll of 37 
fatalities is three higher than last 
year, and has been exceeded only 
twice in the past ten years. In 1940 
and 1941 there were 40 fatalities 
each year on Christmas and the day 
preceding. 

During the past 10 years the Christ- 
mas toll has exceeded that of New 
Years and December 31 except in 
1945 and 1038. In 1S44 the tolls were 
identical.

In Second Class 

'47 Receipts Reach $33,000 

Through Greater Use 

Of Parcel Post 



Antioch's postoffice will advance- to 
lop rating in Class 2 on next July 1, 
Hoy I. Kufalk announced today. 

The postoffice is now a sixth grade 
office and as the result of the largo 
increase In receipts it. will advance 
to seventh grade within second class. 

Postmaster Kufalk said that his re- 
ceipts for 1947 were $33,000, about 
$100 a day and that when receipts are 
over $32,000 the office gains the top 
position in second class. 

The postmaster said :that increased 
business here has come largely from 
industry and is the result of greater 
cost of express which has thrown 
much business to parcel post. 

"We hardly have noticed the drop 
in business since the summer resi- 
dents returned to the city," said Ku- 
falk. 

One of the big users of parcel post 
recently has been the Frostee Sno 
Co., which this week sent large last- 
minute shipments of its products.

One unfortunate phase of the price problem is 
that everyone seemi to be looking for a pat solution, 
which will solve it in one fell swoop. 

The fact is that the problem is simply the sum 
total of Innumerable other problems and forces, some 
of them of extreme complexity. For example, high wages 
contribute to high prices,. Foreign aid contributes to 
high prices. Government fiscal policy, which is still 
strongly inflationary*; contributes to high prices. Our 
record national income (increased printed money), 
which no one wants to reduce, contributes to high 
prices. 

The worst illusion of all is that a return to price 
control of the OPA type would stive the problem. The 
government could set a low price for an article — but 
it couldn't make anyone produce that article if the 
price involved an operating loss. Price control would 
drive goods inexorably into the black market, which 
would then become the real market. Most dangerous of 
all, price control would be completely impossible unless 
. it involved the strictest kinds of wage and other con- 
trols — and subjected . the nation to some kind of an 
economic dictatorship. 

During the next year, prices may go up or they 
may come down. No one knows, and, as the experience 
of the past year or two shows, the forecasters are almost 



Invariably wrong. But, In a free economy, where open 
competition exists all along the commodity line, down 
to the chain or Independent store from which you buy 
your goods, the price will be an honest price. It will be 
on accurate reflection of present-day costs and condi- 
tions. And that Is all that anyone can expect.
